Courthouse Notebook —

That Courthouse Location Question 

Judge William R. Dusher came over from Rockford Monday to hear 
testimony on the legality of the county board's transfer of title to the 
Courthouse Square from the County of Lake to the Lake* County Building 
[Commission, but probably won't make his ruling for an- 
other two or three weeks , 

The big question at issue in the '"friendly" suit brought 
by the office of State's Attorney Bruno W. Stanczak re- 
volves around whether or not the land in question was held 
h trust hy the County of Lake for restricted purposes. 

Assistant State's Attorney Richard Seyfarth of Antioch, 
had the unenviable job of carrying the ball for the People 
if Lake County; unenviable because it was quite apparent 
he wanted to lose the action so the transfer would be de- 
clared teg'at and the building commission could proceed 
with the construction of a new courthouse. 

Seyfarth, who is assigned to the county board as legal 
■idvkfe*; looked a little bit like a boxer who has agreed to 
■»'."muht tank", but doesn't know how to make it look 
Durkln ^d. ^ 

» * * 

Strange to say, the court will not have the final say on the legality of 
the transfer since the practical ruling will come from two private insti- 
tutions, rather than a caurt of law. 

The Chicago Title imd Trust Co.. which has become virtually a quasi- 
public body in Illinois will have to put its seal of approval on the trans- 
action to make it really acceptable and then a Chicago law firm which 
specializes in issuing opinions on the acceptability of bond fesues w-ill have 
to give anv bond issues based on the transfer its blessing. 

Witho"ut the aopmval of these two private organizations Lake County 
is stymied in its efforts to construct a new courthouse under the Public 
Building Commission Act. .... 

The title company and the law firm have been aptly named "the 
Supreme Court of LaSalle St." and wield almost as much power as the 

legally constituted courts. 

• * * 

Nothing was brought out in the hearing to indicate that any other 
courthouse location Is under consideration, but there is still a hard core 
of county board members who can be expected to fight construction of a 
new courthouse on the present Waukegan site right down the line. 

Waukegan Supervisor August Cepon, chairman of the building com- 
mission, can look forward to a continuing battle right up to the day the 
completed building is dedicated and the county offices open operations in 

their new headquarters. 

• * i 

The county board took a big step forward at its meeting last Friday 
and then, almost as if to balance the books, took another step backwards. 

First the board recognized that the county farm is no longer useful 
in Lake County and voted to abolish the operation that is a hangover 
from the past. 

Every county used to have a county farm because a majority of those 
in residence at the county home were former farmers and they could 
work the farm. 

This is no longer true and the county farm as it has been known in the 
past is out of date. jft 

After making this concession to the 20th Century and progress a hand- 
ful of supervisors then led a fight against adoption of a board meeting 
agenda because it would have meant a deadline for submitting resolutions. 

OT course, there is an advantage in this. The supervisors don't have 
time to really study the resolutions on which they are expected to vote. 

Opponents of the agenda plan apparently feel that "Any knowledge 
is a dangerous thing."
